Ferry Pilot’s Health Eyed in Probe 


N E W YO R K I The investigation into the Staten 
Island ferry wreck that killed 10 passengers 
focused Thursday on whether the ship’s pilot 
blacked out and slumped over the throttle before 
the vessel crashed into a concrete pier. 

City Councilman Michael McMahon, after 
a briefing from city emergency and trans- 
portation officials, said the crash may have 
been related to the pilot’s health and medi- 
cation he was taking for a possible blood- 


pressure problem. 

The pilot. Assistant Captain Richard 
Smith, attempted suicide after the crash 
by slitting his wrists and shooting himself 
with a pellet gun, police said. 

The crash left more than 60 people hos- 
pitalized. The dead, one woman and nine 
men, ranged in age from 25 to 52. Early test 
results indicated alcohol was not a factor, (ap)

A Partial 
Victory on 
Iraq Plan 

PoweU concedes vote unlikely 
to ease burden on U.S. troops 

WAS H I N G T 0 N I The United States finally got 
what it wanted from the United Nations — a 
second resolution on Iraq that shows unilat- 
eralist America can work well with others. 

But the victory could end up as largely 
symbolic. Secretary of State Colin Powell 
admitted Thursday he does not expect it to 
generate significant military help. At best, he 
said, the resolution might spur other coun- 
tries to join in shouldering the estimated $55 
billion needed for reconstruction. 

The resolution approved unanimously on 
Thursday authorizes — but does not provide 
— a multinational military force under U.S. 
command and makes clear that the U.S.-led 
occupation will end once Iraqis can govern 
on their own. 

To get to this point, the Bush adminis- 
tration spent six months resisting the call to 
broaden the mission in Iraq before receiving 
a diplomatic bruising in pursuit of dollars 
and troops from allies. 

Still, Washington has an uphill struggle 
in building the international partnership it 
needs. On the table now are just a few offers of 
help, including troops from Turkey and mone- 
tary aid from Great Britain and Japan, (ap)

TSA chief says officials 
need more money for 
training, equipment 

WASHINGTON | The federal official in 
charge of airport security acknowl- 
edged there still are holes terrorists 
could exploit and told Congress on 
Thursday that more money is needed 
to plug them. 

“We cannot provide world- 
class, effective security on the 
cheap,” Transportation Security 
Administration chief James Loy 
told the House aviation subcommit- 


tee. He would not, however, say how 
much he thought the agency needs. 

During the hearing, Loy acknowl- 
edged that explosives can’t be iden- 
tified by the airport metal detectors 
that travelers walk through or by the 
X-ray machines that examine carry- 
on luggage. He said $60 million for 
developing equipment that could 
find bombs on air travelers had to 
be spent on other pressing needs. 

Other problems included inad- 
equate training for airport screeners 
and not enough money for airports 
to permanently install bomb -detec-

Survey: One-Third 
Of Troops Suffer 
From Low Morale 

WASHINGTON | One -third of U.S. 
troops in Iraq surveyed by a mili- 
tary newspaper said their morale was 
low, a finding that led Pentagon lead- 
ers to say Thursday they are close- 
ly watching for such problems. 

Defense Secretary Donald H. 
Rumsfeld and Joint Chiefs of Staff 
Chairman Gen. Richard Myers said 
at a press conference that there are 
initial indications in one area — an 
Army reserve component — that 
recruiting could be suffering. The 
comments came in response to

PUTRAJAYA, MALAYSIA I Malaysian 
PrimeMinister Mahathir Mohamad 
on Thursday told a summit of Is- 
lamic leaders that “Jews rule the 
world by proxy” and the world’s 
Muslims should unite, using non- 
violent means for a “final victory.”

FBI team arrives to 
investigate blast that 
killed 3 Americans 

GAZA STRIP I Palestinian authorities 
began making arrests Thursday in 
a deadly attack on a U.S. diplomatic 
convoy, detaining seven militants 
from a rogue group that includes 
former members of the Palestinian 
security forces. 

The arrests came as an FBI 
team arrived in the region to lead 
the investigation into Wednesday’s 
bombing in Gaza, which killed 
three American security guards 
and wounded a fourth. 

The suspects arrested Thursday 


are members of the Popular 
Resistance Committees, a group 
of dozens of armed men from var- 
ious factions, including disgruntled 
followers of Yasser Arafat’s Fatah 
movement. 

Israeli officials said the group, 
formed after the outbreak of Israeli- 
Palestinian fighting three years ago, 
has ties to the Lebanese guerrilla 
group Hezbollah. 

No Palestinian group has 
claimed responsibility for the bomb- 
ing, the first deadly attack targeting 
Americans in the Palestinian areas. 
The bombing was likely to increase 
U.S. pressure on the Palestinian 
leadership to move against mili- 
tants.

VATICAN CITY I An ailing Pope John 
Paul II celebrated his 25 years as 
pontiff on Thursday, asking tens of 
thousands of pilgrims to pray for 
him, saying his future rested in the 
hands of God. 

The festivities, made bittersweet 
by the pope’s obvious ailments, high- 
lighted John Paul’s role as one of the 
most influential religious figures 
of the last century as he reached a 
milestone matched by only three 
of his predecessors.

Out Reform Plan 


WASHINGTON! The man tapped to 
restore credibility at the New York 
Stock Exchange sketched out plans 
and a rough timeline for revamp- 
ing the marketplace’s corporate 
structure on Thursday, vowing to 
eradicate conflicts of interest and 
enhance transparency. 

John Reed, who became interim 
chairman and chief executive of the 
NYSE after last month’s resignation 
of Richard Grasso, told a House sub- 
committee that these goals could 
be accomplished without scrapping 
the exchange’s preference for self- 
policing. Still, the NYSE’s corpo- 
rate structure has “fundamental

Gangs Task Force Calls 
For Tougher Penalties 


Virginia officials say 
they will not tolerate 
terror in communities 

ALEXANDRIA, VA. | Faced with the 
growing threat of gang influence 
in the state’s cities and growing 
suburbs, Virginia officials called 
Thursday for new, tougher laws. 

Five months after launching the 
Anti- Gangs Task Force, Virginia 
Attorney General Jerry W. Kilgore 
visited Hayfield Secondary School 
in Fairfax County to receive the pan- 
el’s recommendations, and call for 
stiffer penalties aimed directly at 
gang members involved in violent 
crimes. 

“We will not tolerate gangs 
terrorizing our communities in 
Virginia,” said Kilgore. 


He is pressing for passage of a 
“three strikes” measure for proven 
gang crimes, and mandatory sen- 
tences for targeting law-abiding citi- 
zens as part of a gang initiation. 

The panel’s various committees 
have discussed other options and 
those were broadly supported in a 
series of votes taken at Thursday’s 
meeting. 

One recommendation is that new 
penalties be added to the criminal 
code for when an offense involves 
gang members. 

Another would permit the for- 
feiture of property and money for 
gang crimes. 

The task force is also seeking 
federal permission to enable state 
and local authorities to detain indi- 
viduals believed to be illegal immi- 
grants.

Plan to Publicize 
Restroom Policy

Isabel Cost Metro Almost $3 Million 


WASHINGTON I Metro officials 
on Thursday said weathering 
Hurricane Isabel cost the transit 
agency $2.9 million. 

Most of the cost stemmed from 
lost ridership after the decision to 
close early on Sept. 18, the day Isabel 
was expected to hit the area. 

The announcement came at 
Metro’s Budget Committee meet- 


ing, where board members advised 
executives to narrow their spending 
outlook while forming their fiscal 
year 2005 operating budget, lim- 
iting its growth to 7 percent — or 
just over $933 million. Among the

F I L M I If you’re going to tell a lurid, 
preposterous tale about hijacking 
the verdict in a major corporate 
lawsuit, “Runaway Jury” is the 
way to do it. 

Need an unctuously corrupt 
jury consultant that audiences can 
love to hate? Give the part to Gene 
Hackman. Want to impart some 
charisma and moral dimension to 
your blandly upright defense attor- 
ney? Call in Dustin Hoffman. Got a 
pair of scheming jury-riggers who 
need to keep viewers poised between 
affection and aversion while their 
shadowy motives unfold? Try John 
Cusack and Rachel Weisz. 

Director Gary Fleder’s brisk, 
assured pacing might have gone 
for naught had he been stuck spin- 
ning this outlandish story without 
such an accomplished cast to make 
events feel forgivably plausible in the 
name of tawdry entertainment. 

The movie departs from a key 
element of the John Grisham court- 
room thriller it’s based on, sup- 
planting a liability case against 
Big Tobacco over a smoker’s death 
with a lawsuit against a gun manu- 


facturer in a shooting death during 
an office rampage. 

Jury selection is about to begin 
in a widow’s case against the com- 
pany that made the assault weap- 
on that killed her husband. Master 
jury fixer Rankin Fitch (Hackman) 
blows into town with a team of pro- 
filers and thugs, armed with sur- 
veillance equipment, dossiers and 
an utter lack of morality. 


Representing the widow is 
honest local boy Wendall Rohr 
(Hoffman), who responds to the 
plaintiff’s hired guns by reluctant- 
ly taking on his own jury consultant 
(Jeremy Piven). 

Enter juror No. 9, Nick Easter 
(Cusack), a seeming slacker who 
would rather be anywhere than doing 
his civic duty. But Nick’s shady girl- 
friend Marlee (Weisz) soon makes 


his real motive clear: He’ll deliver 
the verdict to the highest bidder. 
The extremes to which Rankin’s 
gang goes to neutralize Nick and 
Marlee’s scheme makes for a guilty 
pleasure of a movie.

The High Life 



‘Wonderland’ is as 
brutal and debased 
as the people in it 

F I L M I It seems inevitable that one day, 
a movie will come along that’s more 
repulsive than “Wonderland.” But for 
now, this exploration of a 1981 qua- 
druple homicide linked to porn star 
John Holmes is as icky as it gets. 

Director James Cox has brought 
back to life a half-dozen people so 
wretched that they deserve to be for- 
gotten. Cox and his three co-screen- 
\vriters try to get at the truth behind 
an infamous crime: In 1981, four 
known associates of Holmes were 
bludgeoned to death inside a drug 
den on Wonderland Avenue in L.A.’s 
Laurel Canyon. Holmes was acquit- 
ted of any involvement. 

By the time of the murders. 
Holmes (Val Kilmer) is out of 
porn and into drugs. Schlepping 
around with his teenage girl- 


friend, Dawn (Kate Bosworth), he 
lives on the charity of hangers-on 
and enablers, including the future 
murder victims. 

After conflicting flashbacks, Cox 
finally reveals his “theory” about 
what really happened amid a sick- 
ening depiction of the murders that 
he seems to believe should serve as 


an exciting climax. He asks us to 
anticipate the brutality, then forc- 
es us to participate in it. 

The problem is not that 
“Wonderland” is violent; it’s that 
the violence doesn’t serve a story 
worth telling. It’s nasty, brut- 
ish and inconsequential.
